I The chart shown above, based 
on the bnildmg permits issued the 
.last 20 years in a score of the larg- 
fest cities, indicates how nearly the 
country 
approached 
complete 
(building stagnation, In 1918 the 


curve approached closest its base 
line. With construction at almost 
90 per cent below normal, tho 
country was supplying a little 
more than a tenth of tho buildings 
it needed. 
Economists are finding that 
most bushless and industrial ac­ 
tivities move in cycles. From an 
examination of records it appears 
that normal and sub-normal pe­ 
riods are followed at regular inter­ 
vals by “boom” or “peak” years. 
The chart shows how true this 
“law of cycles” is of the building 
trades. 
Beginning in 1908 we 
note the “peaks” in 1906, 1909, 
2918, 1916, 1919 and 1922. They 
recur regularly at three- or four- 
year intervals. 
The phenomenal 
building activity now sweeping the 
country could have been predicted 
three years ago. 
In future years it is not to 
be expected that the line will fall tfi 


any great extent However it may, 
fluctuate, it must remain in the 
area of abnormally high activity.! 
From 1908 to 1914 it rose and fell 
without wandering far from the 
normal line. 
Surpluses balanced 
deficits and no appreciable short­ 
age could accumulate. But after 
1914 the line was continuously be­ 
low normal, and tho need for new 
building 
became 
increasingly 
acute. 
Since the country must 
make up this tremendous deficien­ 
cy while it is supplying its cur­ 
rent needs, we must look for at 
least five years of abnormally high 
building activity. 
The' deficit 
is 
mainly 
in 
stores and residences. In reliev­ 
ing the shortage that exists in this 
type of construction* alone, work­ 
men who are really skilled in the 
building trades will find continuous 
ana profitable employment for 
years to coma.

ducks, from the after-effects of 
moonshine mash. 
Farm ers living in the Braggs 
vicinity have 
reported 
here 
that moonshine distillers, mov­ 
ing from place to place, have 
dumped the mash 
left after 
making a "run" of corn whis­ 
key at the places where they 
last 
operated. 
Stock 
running 
free on the range has found 
the mash and eaten it, and in 
nearly a dozen 
reported • in­ 
stances it has proven fatal to 
the animals. 
A special delegation of Braggs 
farmers came here recently - to 
interview federal officials as to 
some means to stop the mash- 
dumping practice.
